On  January  24,  1992,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted 
Resolution  No.  900124~B24  authorizing  City  College  of  San 
Francisco  to  submit  an  application  for  funds,  in  the  amount  of 
$139,996  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education,  Fund  for  the 
Improvement  of  Postsecondary  Education  to  conduct  the  Student 
AIDS  Vanquishing  Effort  (Project  SAVE)  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  has  been  notified  and 
awarded  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $5,200  (as  a  supplement  to  an 
earlier  grant  of  $55,577)  for  the  second-year  renewal  period 
July,  1992-June,  1993.   The  use  of  these  funds  (1)  will  formalize 
cooperation  between  our  institution  and  community-based 
organizations  that  provide  AIDS  prevention  education  training  to 
San  Franciscans,  (2)  will  involve  the  recruitment  of  sixteen 
applicant  for  Lab  Aid  positions  to  serve  as  in-District  AIDS  Peer 
Educators,  (3)  will  provide  for  the  hire  of  a  SFCCD  faculty 
person  to  act  as  coordinator  to  manage  the  SAVE  Program,  (4)  will 
provide  for  the  reassignment  of  a  SFCCD  faculty  person  to  act  as 
SAVE  staff  and  recruit  and  supervise  students,  (5)  will  provide 
for  the  reassignment  of  a  SFCCD  counselor  to  provide  student 
support  services,  (6)  will  include  the  ongoing  training  of  SAVE 
staff,  (7)  will  involve  the  training  of  (SAVE)  students  by  AIDS 
organizations  of  appropriate  ethnic  and  other  relevant 
orientation,  (8)  will  include  the  careful  supervision  and  ongoing

The  Information  Technology  Services  Department  (ITS)  of 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  has  a  large 
operating  budget  and  has  been  without  a  permanent  Director  for 
over  four  years.   In  their  report  of  April,  1991,  the  RISC 
Working  Group  for  Decision  Support  System  raised  a  number  of 
issues  regarding  the  organization,  management  and  level  of 
services  provided  by  the  Department  which  need  to  be  addressed 
immediately.   In  light  of  the  issues  raised  by  the  RISC  work 
group  and  needs  arising  from  the  District's  structural 
reorganization,  the  District  retained  the  services  of  Detrick 
Consulting  for  the  period  from  August  5,  1991  through  April  30, 
1992  to  develop  a  long-range  plan  for  the  ITS  Department  and  to 
provide  management  consulting.   Mr.  Peter  Detrick  is  an 
Information  Systems  Executive  with  over  26  years  experience  as  an 
MIS  professional,  and  over  16  years  of  management  experience. 
Mr.  Detrick  was  chosen  from  the  finalists  as  the  best  qualified 
of  over  90  applicants  for  the  consultancy  by  a  Screening 
Committee  composed  of  faculty,  classified  staff  and 
administrators  with  experience  in  data  process ing/MIS. 

At  the  end  of  the  original  consultancy  period,  the 
District  exercised  a  six-month  extension  clause  in  the  contract 
with  Detrick  Consulting  for  the  period  from  May  1,  1992  through 
October  31,  1992.

Amending  Evaluation  Procedures 
for  Administrators 

President  and  Members: 

On  March  30,  1992,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  adopted  administrative 
evaluation  procedures  by  adopting  Resolution  No.  920330-S2.  Those 
procedures  require  that  all  new  administrative  appointees  should 
initially  be  given  one-year  contracts.  Upon  a  satisfactory 
evaluation  in  that  first  year,  they  were  to  be  given  another  one- 
year  contract.  Upon  completion  of  that  second  one-year  contract 
and  contingent  upon  another  satisfactory  evaluation  in  that  second 
year,  they  might  be  given  a  contract  for  up  to  three  years  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Chancellor  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
procedures  went  on  to  say  that  for  the  Spring  of  1992  all 
administrators  would  be  considered  as  first-year. 

The  procedures  also  specified  that  evaluation  teams  were 
to  be  composed  of  a  total  of  nine  persons  from  administration, 
faculty,  and  classified  staff. 

Due  to  the  workload  involved  in  evaluating  all 
administrators,  it  has  become  apparent  that  this  task  of  evaluating 
all  administrators  in  1991-92  and  then  again  in  1992-93  cannot  be 
done.  Thus,  representatives  of  the  Academic  Senate,  the 
Administrators'  Association,  and  UPE  790  together  with  the 
Chancellor  have  met  and  recommended  the  following:  With  the 
exception  of  administrators  who  had  not  served  as  administrators  in 
the  District  prior  to  March  23,  1992,  all  current  administrators 
would  be  eligible  for  a  multi-year  contract  with  the  beginning  of 
the  1993-94  college  year,  if  they  had  received  a  satisfactory 
evaluation  either  in  the  Spring  1992  semester  or  in  the  1992-93 
college  year. 

Also,  evaluation  teams  cannot  always  consist  of  nine 
persons  on  account  of  persons  dropping  off  from  illness  or  other 
unanticipated  circumstances.  Representatives  of  the  Senate, 
Administrators'  Association,  and  UPE  790  have  agreed  that  so  long 
as  there  are  no  less  than  six  persons  on  an  evaluation  panel  with 
at  least  one  representative  from  each  of  the  three  categories  of 
administration,  faculty,  and  classified  staff,  the  evaluation 
process  should  go  forward. 
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The  following  resolution  is  reconmiended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:  That   the   Board  of   Trustees   of   the   San 

Francisco  Community  College  District  hereby 
amends  the  Administrative  Evaluation  Procedures  by  adding 
the  following  to  Section  F.:  3.  Notwithstanding  the 
foregoing  in  F.l  and  F.2,  with  the  exception  of 
administrators  who  have  not  served  as  administrators  in 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  prior  to

President  and  Members: 

The  economy  of  the  United  States  and  California,  in 
particular,  has  fallen  upon  hard  times.  This  situation  has 
manifested  itself  in  the  amount  of  funds  available  for  public 
education. 

All  levels  of  education  throughout  California  were 
underfunded  during  the  1992-93  fiscal  year.  This  underfunding 
caused  class  offerings  to  be  reduced  with  the  California  State 
University  System  and  the  University  of  California  System.  This 
reduction  of  classes  caused  many  more  students  to  attend  City 
College  of  San  Francisco.  Additionally,  those  high  school 
graduates  planning  to  enter  the  labor  force  were  unable  to  find 
work  and,  therefore,  redirected  their  lives  to  attending  City 
College. 

In  anticipation  of  these  economic  related  events,  the 
Administration,  Budget  and  Planning  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  resolved  to  offer  a  full  program  of  classes  for  1992-93 
school  year.  It  was  this  safety  net  that  has  allowed  many 
individuals  to  attend  City  College  this  year.  The  offering  of  this 
full  program  had  its  price;  money  was  diverted  from  many  special 
reserve  accounts  to  educational/teaching  accounts. 

The  economy  continues  to  lag.  The  forecast  for  the  short 
term  future  offers  no  hope  of  economic  improvement.  City  College 
of  San  Francisco  must  implement  a  program  of  austerity  for  the 
short  term  future. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  October  19,  1992,  Finance 
Committee  hearing,  attempted  to  enlist  input  of  faculty  and  staff 
in  the  quest  to  reduce  operating  expenses.  Two  (2)  faculty  members 
appeared  at  that  hearing  to  offer  suggestions. 

Based  upon  these  results,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
determined  that  outside  assistance  is  needed.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  will,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  resolution: 
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WHEREAS:   The   need   to   reduce   operating   expenses 

commencing  in  the  1993-94  fiscal  is 
generally   acknowledged   by   all   members   of   the 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  family,  and 

WHEREAS:   A  select  committee  of  3  faculty,  1  classified, 
and  1  administrator  evaluated  five  proposals 
for  outside  assistance  in  this  effort,  and

On  January  12,  1988,  the  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No. 
880112-B6  authorized  a  contract  with  Allied  Percival  International  (API)  for  travel 
and  educational  program  arrangements  for  an  excursion  to  China,  February  15, 
1989  through  May  16,  1989.    API  provided  a  semester  program,  in  conjunction 
with  CET-Wellesley,  a  consortium  of  China  Educational  Tours  and  Wellesley 
College  in  Massachusetts.   The  price,  including  meals  and  airfare,  was  $3,980  per 
student. 

Additional  Semester  in  Beijing  programs  were  authorized  by  the 
Governing  Board  for  Spring,  1991,  and  Spring,  1992.    These  successful  semester 
programs  were  held,  again  with  API  as  principal  contractor  and  CET  providing  the 
subcontracted  land  program,  including  educational  and  support  services,  in  China. 
Each  semester  program  has  received  excellent  student  evaluations.   City  College 
faculty  have  also  conducted  regular  inspection  visits  to  the  program,  and  found  the 
quality  of  the  program  to  be  very  high. 

On  October  22,  1992,  the  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No. 
921022-S1  authorized  City  College  to  conduct  an  excursion  to  Beijing,  China 
August  20,  1993  to  December  6,  1993.    International  Education  Programs  was 
notified  recently  that  API  would  no  longer  be  able  to  serve  as  contractor- 
intermediary  for  the  CCSF  Semester  in  Beijing  program.   In  view  of  API's  non- 
availability, CET  has  requested  the  opportunity  to  contract  directly  with  CCSF,  to 
provide  the  same  excellent  service  as  in  the  past,  without  the  additional  expense  of 
an  intermediary  contractor. 

Offsetting  this  savings,  unfortunately,  is  the  recent  high  inflation  in 
China.   This  and  the  addition  of  four  weeks  of  classes  and  activities  on  the 
program  have  increased  substantially  the  cost  of  the  land  portion  of  the  program. 
In  1992  the  general  program  cost  was  $2,475.00,  with  roundtrip  airfare  an 
additional  $865.00.    For  the  proposed  Fall,  1993  semester  program  the  land 
program  cost  for  1993  is  $4,000.00,  with  airfare  an  additional  $1,208.00.    This 
represents  an  increase  of  $1,525.00  in  the  land  price,  or  61.6%  over  the  Spring, 
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1992  program  fee.    The  Fall,  1993  program  is  a  more  academically  intensive 
program  of  16  weeks  in  Fall,  1993  rather  than  12  weeks  in  Spring,  1992.    The 
increase  in  airfare  is  due  to  a  change  in  airlines  for  better,  more  reliable  service  and 
open-return  date  tickets.

The  Downtown  Campus  at  800  Mission  Street  was  constructed  in 
1978  at  a  cost  of  about  $9  million  with  about  one  quarter  of  the  construction 
costs  funded  from  State  community  College  Bond  Funds  and  three  quarters  from 
local  ad  valorem  taxes.    Construction  required  the  prior  approval  of  some  17 
agencies,  one  of  which  was  the  California  Post-Secondary  Education  Commission. 
In  reviewing  the  proposed  project,  CPEC  staff  reported  that,  "During  the  District's 
initial  planning  for  the  Campus,  other  education  institutions  expressed  interest  in 
utilizing  part  of  the  facility  for  some  of  their  programs.   One  of  them,  California 
State  University,  San  Francisco,  has  long  sought  a  new  downtown  campus  for  its 
upper  division  and  graduate  level  extension  programs,  and  would  utilize  the  facility 
on  a  space-available  basis."   CPEC  adopted  the  staff  recommendation  which  read 
in  part  as  follows:    "The  Downtown  Center  be  approved,  subject  to  the 
development  of  a  formal  agreement  for  use  of  the  facility  by  the  California  State 
University,  San  Francisco...." 

Dr.  Louis  F.  Batmale,  by  letter  dated  June  17,  1974  and  Dr.  Paul  F. 
Romberg  of  SFSU,  by  letter  dated  June  21,  1974,  agreed  that  the  SFCCD  would, 
"provide  space  to  house  the  equivalent  of  8,000  C.S.U.  weekly  student  contact 
hours.    It  is  anticipated  that  a  significant  number  of  these  Upper  Division  and 
graduate  classes  will  be  held  over  the  weekend  and  that  an  equal  number  will  be 
large  sections  approximating  100." 

SFSU  has  used  and  paid  for  space  in  the  Downtown  Campus  since 
the  Spring  Semester,    1979.    The  agreement  is  substantially  the  same  as  the 
previous  one  and  is  consistent  with  the  letters  exchanged  between  the  institutions 
in  1974. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

For  many  years.  City  College  of  San  Francisco  has  utilized  an  "on  campus  student 
registration  system,"  which  essentially  requires  students  to  be  physically  present  on  campus  in 
order  to  register  for  classes.    In  the  past,  this  method  was  effective.    However,  as  a  result  of  our 
dramatic  growth  in  student  enrollment,  it  has  become  inefficient  and  has  contributed  to  very  long 
lines  and  many  hours  of  waiting,  which  have  caused  frustration  to  students,  faculty,  staff,  and 
administration. 

To  continue  this  "on  campus  student  registration  system,"    will  require  twice  as 
much  physical  space  than  is  available,  the  purchase  of  more  computer  terminals,  and  more  staffing. 

Another  alternative  has  been  considered.   The  College  must  invest  in  a  registration 
system  which  will  allow  students  to  register  by  a  telephone  registration  process.   This  process  will 
be  offered  to  students  as  an  alternate  to  our  present  "on  campus  system,"  at  a  cost  of  $3  per 
semester  user  fee. 

The  cost  of  the  California  Management  System  for  the  two-year  lease  is  $82,880, 
plus  a  one-time  programming  charge  of  $12,570  and  a  one-time  installation  charge  of  $2,940,  for 
a  total  of  $108,440.  It  is  projected  that  the  revenues  generated  by  the  $3  user  fee  will  offset  the 
leasing  costs. 

Funding  for  the  two-year  lease  is  available  in  the  1992-93  budget,  Appn.  No.  S2- 
9210-6410.

In  August  of  1991,  the  District  retained  the  services  of  Detrick  Consulting  to 
develop  a  long-range  plan  for  the  Information  Technology  Services  Department,  specifically  to 
upgrade  the  District's  information  systems.   One  of  the  major  recommendations  in  the  Detricic 
Report,  issued  in  April  of  1 992,  was  to  select  and  deploy  new  application  software  to  automate 
support  of  the  District  Business  Office's  finance  and  human  resources  functional  areas.   The 
Computer  Policy  Committee  has  recommended  that  the  District  procure  licensing  for  the  SCT 
Finance  and  Human  Resources  application  software  because  of  its  functionality,  the  fact  that  it  has 
the  largest  market  share  of  all  higher  education  systems  for  the  newer  hardware  architecture,  the 
fact  that  the  District  business  office  is  without  computer  support  in  several  critical  financial  and 
operational  areas,  and  the  fact  that  the  District  can  realize  substantial  annual  cost  savings  by 
providing  its  own  automated  system  support  and  discontinuing  the  related  City-provided  services. 

In  order  to  select  a  software  vendor  and  software  products  best-suited  to  the 
present  and  future  needs  of  the  District,  the  Computer  Policy  Committee  appointed  a  subcommittee 
in  June,  1 992  to  conduct  a  competitive  search  and  evaluation.   A  Request  for  Information  (RFI) 
was  developed  in  July,  based  on  input  from  staff,  faculty,  and  administrators  in  the  four  major 
functional  areas:   Student  Services,  Finance,  Financial  Aid,  and  Human  Resources.  The  fourteen 
known  vendors  of  software  for  higher  education  were  notified  by  letter  of  the  College's  search  and 
notices  were  run  in  two  newspapers  in  the  Bay  Area.   Of  the  fourteen  (14)  RFI  packages  which 
were  ultimately  mailed  out,  six  (6)  candidates  responded.   The  six  (6)  responses  were  subject  to  a 
blind  evaluation  by  three  teams  and  SCT  was  the  clear  winner.   SCT  then  was  confirmed  by  a 
process  of  four  individual  confirmation  demonstrations,  ranging  from  one-half  to  a  full  day  each, 
attended  by  faculty,  staff  and  administrators.    Individual  review  sessions  were  subsequently 
conducted  to  gather  the  reactions  and  results  of  each  demonstration.   The  SCT's  products  were 
confirmed  as  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  District  and  substantially  enhancing  the  present 
computer  functionality  and  providing  other  important,  but  missing,  functionality. 

The  Information  Technology  Services  Department  and  the  Computer  Policy 
Committee  have  negotiated  with  Systems  and  Computer  Technology  Corporation  (SCT)  to  provide 
the  new  administrative  Finance  and  Human  Resources  information  system  applications.   The 
proposed  contract  with  SCT  includes  licensing  for  the  Finance  System  (General  Ledger,  Accounts 
Payable,  Purchasing,  Fixed  Assets,  Accounts  Receivable,  Budget  Development,  and  Cost 
Accounting),  the  Human  Resources  System  (Applicant  Tracking,  Employment  and  Compensation 
Administration,  Benefits  Administration,  Position  Control,  Position  Budgeting,  Time  Reporting, 
Payroll  Calculation,  and  Payroll  Adjustment  &  History),  and  one  year  of  technical  support  and 
software  upgrades.   Also  included  are  Intelliquest  software  modules  for  easy  English-like  querying 
of  the  database  by  executives  and  senior  management. 
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Additionally,  the  District  proposes  to  issue  debt  for  the  entire  information  system 
upgrade  project  of  which  the  SCT  software  purchase  is  one  part.   The  District  will  use  a  portion  of 
the  proceeds  of  such  debt  to  reimburse  expenditures  made  for  the  project  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
the  debt.   The  United  States  Income  Tax  regulations  Section  1 .103-18  provides  generally  that 
proceeds  of  tax-exempt  debt  are  not  deemed  to  be  expended  when  such  proceeds  are  used  for 
reimbursement  of  expenditures  made  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  such  debt  unless  certain 
procedures  are  followed,  among  which  is  a  requirement  that  (with  certain  exceptions),  prior  to  the 
payment  of  any  such  expenditure,  the  issuer  must  declare  an  intention  to  reimburse  such 
expenditure.    It  is  in  the  public  interest  and  for  the  public  benefit  that  the  District  declare  its  official 
intent  to  reimburse  the  expenditures  referenced  herein. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

4.  The  foregoing  declaration  is  consistent  with  the  budgetary  and  financial 
circumstances  of  the  District  in  that  there  are  no  funds  (other  than  proceeds 
of  the  Obligations),  that  are  reasonably  expected  to  be  (i)  reserved,  (ii) 
allocated  or  (iii)  otherwise  set  aside,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  District  for  the 
expenditures  for  the  Project  that  are  expected  to  be  reimbursed  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  Obligations. 

5.  V^ithin  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  date  of  adoption  of  this 
Resolution,  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  Administration  is  directed  to  make  this 
Resolution  available  to  the  public  in  accordance  to  the  District's  customary 
procedures.   The  Vice  Chancellor  is  further  directed  to  assure  such  public 
availability  until  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Obligations.

The  Office  of  Research,  Planning  and  Government  Relations  is  requesting  to 
contract  with  Kathy  Reeves  and  Mimi  Harris  Steadman,  to  conduct  research  in  support  of 
evaluating  the  college's  matriculation  process  in  compliance  with  Section  78214  of  the  Education 
Code.   This  provision  requires  City  College  to  conduct  research  for  matriculation  services  funded  by 
the  state  of  California. 

Major  tasks  to  be  completed  include  the  following: 

1 .  Determine  whether  any  assessment  instrument,  method  or  procedure  has  a 
disproportionate  impact  on  particular  groups  of  students  described  in  terms 
of  ethnicity,  gender,  age  or  disability. 

2.  Analyze  degree  to  which  matriculation  helps  students  define  their 
educational  goals  and  objectives. 

3.  Analyze  extent  to  which  matriculation  promotes  student  success  as 
evidenced  by  student  outcomes,  persistence,  skill  improvement,  grades,  and 
goal  attainment. 

4.  Analyze  degree  to  which  matriculation  assists  district  efforts  to  assess 
educational  needs. 

An  evaluation  conducted  by  the  Chancellor's  Office  of  the  Community  Colleges 
found  that  the  college  needs  to  produce  state-mandated  matriculation  research  or  evaluation 
reports. 

Adoption  of  this  resolution  will  enable  the  district  to  comply  with  the  directives  of 
the  California  State  Chancellor's  Office.    In  addition,  this  effort  will  enable  the  college  to  receive 
useful  information  regarding  the  performance  of  City  College  students.

The  initial  agreement  for  Pacific  Bell  to  provide  coin 
operated  pay  telephone  services  has  expired.   As  a  result  of  this,  the  district  has  contacted  three 
additional  companies  in  the  Bay  Area  that  provide  coin  operated  telephone  services.

At  its  October  19,  1992  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  passed  Resolution  No.  921119-B18 
authorizing  the  procuring  of  licensing  with  Oracle  Corporation  for  its  database  management  software  and  related 
development  tools  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $281,015.   In  order  for  the  District  personnel  to  fully  utilize  the 
complex  software  and  tools  being  licensed,  it  is  necessary  to  contract  with  Oracle  Corporation  for  training 
services.    Information  Technology  Services  Department  has  determined  that  at  a  minimum,  80  days  of  training 
(8  hours/day/person)  is  needed. 

Additionally,  Technical  Support  Services  (maintenance)  is  standard  for  software  of  this 
complexity.   Technical  Support  Services  includes  any  and  all  updates  and  new  releases  of  any  of  the  licensed 
software,  and  technical  assistance  via  phone  support  available  for  1 1  hours  each  business  day,  or  a  24-hour 
online  service,  support  with  installation  as  appropriate.   Although  our  current  contract  with  Oracle  Corporation 
does  not  require  Technical  Support  Services,  it  would  be  in^ssible  to  properly  use  the  software  without  on- 
going technical  support.   The  payments  for  the  3-year  technical  support  are  due  annually  in  arrears.    At  the 
District's  request,  Oracle  Corporation  has  agreed  to  tier  the  payments  rather  than  demand  equal  annual 
payments.

In  March,  1 992,  the  College  submitted  an  Environmental  Evaluation  Application  to 
the  Department  of  City  Planning  (DCP)  for  the  Library  Building. 

In  September,  1 992,  we  were  informed  by  City  Planning  that  we  had  to  file  a 
Shadow  Analysis  Application  for  the  Library  in  accordance  with  Section  295  of  the  Planning  Code, 
also  known  as  "Proposition  K",  which  prohibits  any  new  structure  above  40  feet  in  height  to  cast 
additional  shadows  on  any  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department. 

The  resulting  Shadow  Analysis  would  cast  a  shadow  on  Balboa  Park  property,  and 
that  the  building  could  not  be  built  unless  the  DCP  prepared  a  park  plan  which  includes  the 
shadows  that  would  be  cast  by  the  Library. 

The  analysis  prepared  by  DCP  only  included  the  shadow  that  would  be  cast  by  the 
Library.    It  does  not  include  an  analysis  of  the  shadows  cast  by  existing  buildings  on  the  campus 
nor  the  shadow  cast  Science  Hill.   The  Shadow  Analysis  Application  only  dealt  with  the  Library. 
Consequently,  shadows  from  existing  building  to  determine  if  new  shadows  would  be  cast  by  the 
Library  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  College. 

The  Architect  (TAC)  was  requested  to  prepare  a  proposal  for  the  analysis  of  the 
existing  building  and  Science  Hill. 

Staff  finds  that  the  proposal  received  is  complete  and  reasonable  for  the  necessary 
work  required  and  recommends  acceptance. 

Article  H  of  the  Architects  Agreement  provides  for  the  authorization  of  "Extra 
Services"  not  covered  under  the  "Basic  Services"  provision  of  the  Agreement.   The  services 
proposed  would  be  classified  as  an  extra  service.

City  College  of  San  Francisco  has  been  invited  by  the  California  State  University 
system  to  be  a  lead  institution  in  the  development  of  two  new  instructional  programs  in  a  proposal 
for  funding  under  the  Urban  Community  Service  Program  of  the  US  Department  of  Education. 

CCSF's  Engineering,  Chemistry  and  Biology  Departments  will  take  the  lead  in  the 
development  of  an  Environmental  Technology  program  in  collaboration  with  San  Francisco  State 
University  and  the  SF  Conservation  Corps.  The  Department  of  Health  Science  will  head  up  an  effort 
to  develop  a  training  and  education  program  for  community  health  outreach  workers  in 
collaboration  with  SFSU's  Health  Education  Department. 

The  Urban  Community  Service  grant  provides  funding  during  the  next  three  years  to 
develop  and  implement  programs  to  resolve  urban  problems.   The  target  population  for  the  training 
and  education  programs  are  residents  of  inner  cities. 

Grant  totals  for  the  first  year  for  the  environmental  technology  program  is  $63,000; 
the  total  amount  for  the  first  year  for  the  community  health  outreach  worker  program  is  $52,000. 
The  project  director  for  the  community  health  program  will  be  Terry  Hall,  chair  of  the  CCSF  Health 
Science  Department;  the  project  director  for  environmental  technology  program  will  be  Pierre  Thiry, 
a  faculty  member  from  the  Engineering  Technology  Department. 

The  goals  of  both  CCSF  programs  are  the  establishment  of  new  programs  at  City 
College  in  community  health  and  environmental  technology  by  September,  1993.    Funding  to 
implement  the  program  will  be  provided  for  at  least  the  first  two  years  of  classes. 

In  addition  to  the  two  CCSF  programs,  the  Urban  Initiatives  grant  will  support  five 
other  programs  to  be  developed  by  San  Francisco  State  University  in  collaboration  with  other  urban 
organizations.   These  programs  include:   Corps  to  College  (with  the  SF  Conservation  Corps); 
Accelerated  Schools  (with  SFUSD);  Step  to  College  (with  SFUSD);  Community  Health  Care  on 
Wheels;  Summer  Youth  Employment  and  Training;  and  Conflict  Resolution  Partnership  (with  CSU- 
Sacramento). 

CSU-Los  Angeles  will  coordinate  another  group  of  programs  to  serve  the 
metropolitan  area  of  Los  Angeles.   These  programs  focus  on  education,  training  for  jobs,  and 
health  care  and  problems  of  the  elderly. 

The  Urban  Community  Service  grant  will  provide  $1 .3  million  annually  for  three 
years  to  support  the  development  and  implementation  of  these  programs. 
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Authorization  to  participate  in  the  grant  is  requested.   No  matching  funds  are 
required.    Funding  will  be  administered  by  the  Urban  Institute  of  San  Francisco  State  University.

For  many  years,  City  College  of  San  Francisco  has  utilized  a  student  registration 
system,  which  essentially  requires  students  to  be  physically  present  on  campus  in  order  to  register 
for  classes.    In  the  past,  this  method  was  effective.    However,  with  our  dramatic  growth  in  student 
enrollment,  it  has  become  inefficient  and  has  contributed  to  very  long  lines  and  many  hours  of 
waiting,  which  have  caused  frustration  to  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  administration. 

On  November  19,  1992,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  Resolution  No.  921 1 19- 
B1 6  authorizing  contract  with  Pacific  Bell  to  include  a  two-year  lease  of  California  Call  Management 
Service  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  a  student  registration  system  beginning  May  1 993,  at  a 
cost  not  to  exceed  $108,400. 

This  process  will  be  offered  to  students  as  an  alternative  to  the  existing  on-campus 
system,  at  a  cost  of  $3  per  semester  user  fee.   It  is  projected  that  the  revenues  generated  by  the 
$3  user  fee  will  offset  the  California  Call  Management  Services  leasing  costs.

As  a  result  of  a  recent  survey  conducted  by  Ed  Daly,  Senior  Testing  Technician  of 
the  CCSF  GED  Assessment  Center,  it  is  clear  that  most  Testing  Centers  have  adjusted  their  rates 
and  are  not  offering  any  fee  waivers  to  the  public.  The  College  charges  a  $28  testing  fee  and  a  $3 
retest  fee,  while  other  GED  centers  charge  $30-$50  for  the  tests  and  $5-$10  for  retests.   The 
passage  of  this  resolution  will  bring  the  CCSF  GED  Assessment  Center  fee  rates  into  line  with  other 
rates  in  the  Bay  Area. 

Therefore,  the  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   Currently  the  CCSF  GED  Assessment  Center  has  the  lowest  testing 
fees  of  all  GED  assessment  centers  in  the  Bay  Area  and  is  the  only 
center  that  offers  waivers  in  the  Bay  Area. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1 .  That  the  following  test  administration  fee  rates  for  the  CCSF  -  GED 
Assessment  Center  are  established  effective  March  1,  1993: 

GED  Test  Battery  $32 

GED  Retest  $  5 

2.  That  only  registered  CCSF  students  (credit  or  noncredit)  who  are  able  to 
verify  enrollment  in  the  following  public  assistance  programs  shall  be 
exempt  from  paying  the  test  administration  fees. 

Aid  for  Families  with  Dependent  Children  (AFDC) 

General  Assistance  (GA) 

Food  Stamps 

Medi-Cal 

Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI) 

Refugee  Cash  Assistance 

OR 

can  verify  receiving  unemployment  benefits 
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FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  all  test  administration  fees  collected  shall  be 

deposited  to  the  General  Fund  and  that  all  costs  in 
connection  with  the  test  administration  program  shall  be  budgeted  in  the  General 
Fund.
